Micas differ greatly from one another in 
transparency, as you have seen. The trans- 
parency of the material depends obviously 
upon the greater or less amount of absorp- 
tion of the light by these dark substances 
that it contains.

If you take 
a great thick piece like that which I have 
here and try to see through it, you cannot. 
Now, it is not generally known—I certainly 
did not know it myself until a few days ago 

that mica, though it is, when thin, trans- 
parent enough, yet nevertheless is extraor- 
dinarily transparent in the edge direction. 
Now, you would naturally think that a thing 
that like these ordinary specimens, 
opaque when in slabs one inch thick, ought 
certainly to be quite as opaque if it was an 
inch thick in the edgewise direction.

The Clockmaking Industry in the Black 
Forest. 
T= Black Forest, those magnificent 
mountains covered with thick forests 
f firs, embracing a large part of the Grand 
Duchy of Baden and extending into Wur 
temberg, is separated by the valley of the 
Kinzig into two parts, of which the south 
ern is much higher than the northern; the 
latter is formed of primitive rocks, granite 
and gneiss, while the former is covered wit! 
a layer of sandstone. It is in the souther 
portion that the industry has been devel 
oped which bears its name. The produc 
tion is due to the initiative of the country 
population, who have furnished for several 
centuries a series of articles designed for 
personal or family use and in such quantity 
that the trade has extended over the whole 
world. These, for the most part, are of a 
special style, to be met with nowhere else 
At the outset, these products were placed 
on the market by small associations of pro 
ducers or by means of traveling agents; but 
new conditions have transformed primitive 
methods and the operations now tend more 
and more towards business at wholesale.

Sale of Peruvian Pottery. 
OUR hundred pieces of Peruvian pot- 
tery, four centuries old, the relics of 
a lost art, were sold under the hammer at 
Mr. Stevens’s auction rooms, Covent Gar- 
den, London, lately. 

Such a collection of Peruvian relics as 
this, which was formed by Sir Spenser St. 
John, formerly British Minister in Peru, 
had never been placed on the market be- 
fore. Some few lots of Peruvian pottery 
have been taken to England from time to 
time, but never in large numbers. 

No two of the 400 specimens are alike, 
and each possesses a weird individual- 
itv of its own. Almost all the pieces are 
bottles or jugs, and were buried with the 
bedies of ancient Peruvians, and filled wit! 
grain or oil, that the departed spirit might 
have refreshment while on its journey to 
the land of the hereafter. The 400 
“huacos,” as they are called in Peru, which 
form the collection of Sir Spenser St. John, 
are shaped after the human face or body, 
or after animals (some of them mythologi- 
cal), fish, reptiles, and vegetable growths. 
The crude manner in which the old Peru- 
vians modelled frogs, monkeys, alligators, 
deers’ heads, ducks, owls, parrots, queer 
fish, cats, and other living things, forms 
an interesting study. 


Cretian Relics of Antiquity. 


66°P'HE recent archzxological discoveries 


in Greece and the islands adja- 
cent have been so numerous that a 
proper understanding of their general 
significance has been rendered difficult,” 
says United States Consul Jackson in 
a repost to the State Department from 
Patras. He continues: 


“Interest is at present centered in the islands 
of Leucas and Ithaca, because of discoveries which 
may shed a new light upon the home and surround- 
ings of Odysseus. From various parts of the coun- 
try come reports of discoveries, although in many 
cases these are mere fabrications, and when they 
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are not considerable difficulty is found in securing 
Government possession 

“A rather important field is being developed on 
the island of Crete. Seven tombs have been un- 
earthed within the last three months bearing every 
evidence of Mycenic origin and containing skele- 
tons of men and women, marble statues, gold rings 
and bracelets, and various other ornaments 
and figures. One held a very remarkable carving 
in carnelian, rectangular in form, but slightly 
ounded on its long sides, and surmounted by two 
striking figures [The one represents a man in a 
kneeling position grappling a huge bull by the 
horns. The more remarkable of the two, however, 
is the figure of the Babylonian Demon of the Storm, 
the monstrous Typhon or Typhoon, after Assyro- 
Babylonian art, standing with open mouth upon 
its hind feet and holding aloft between its fore- 
feet the figure of an animal. Upon its back it bears 
the heavy, fringed tunic of the Babylonian kings. 
This figure is considered of high order of work- 
manship and very valuable. 

“Among the other objects of interest found in 
these tombs were an earthen vase in the form of 
a wine pourer, the neck and mouth representing the 
head of a bird; a small bronze mirror; rectangular 
blocks of ivory surmounted by figures of mariners 
and light, golden beads or bulbs, used as the medial 
pendants for necklaces and collars. The corridor 
leading to the tombs, cut out of solid rock, is 13 to 
16 feet long and about 3% feet wide, and the door 
leading into the tombs extends in an arch to the 
top of the passageway and is constructed entirely 
of hewn stone, laid without mortar. The bodies 
discovered in each of the tombs are in a poor state 
of preservation, in most cases only the teeth re- 
maining intact.” 


Clocks of 1774. 


ren MARSHALL, of Bridgeport, 

Conn., has two old fashioned clocks 
that date back to 1774 and are yet 
good timekeepers. One of the clocks bears 
the name of Z. Dibble, 1774, which is en- 
graved in the face of the pendulum and 
can be easily read at the present time. The 
clock case is made of mahogany and has 
been recently highly polished... Upon ex- 
amining the inside of the case, Mr. Mar- 
shall discovered that the wood of the case 
had done service as part of some house- 
hold article previous to its use as a cov- 
ering for a clock, 

The works of the timepiece are made en- 
tirely of wood and are well preserved. The 
clock is kept in operation by the old method 
of weights and has a string by which it 
is wound. Another peculiarity is that the 
weights are filled with sand instead of being 
solid material. The clock has to be wound 
every day and is very near accurate with 
its record. The hour striking apparatus is 
much like that of the modern clock. On 
the back of the face is a list of names of the 
various persons that have repaired the clock 
during its career. Another clock similar in 
workmanship and general construction is 
also in the possession of Mr. Marshall.

To Blue Screws Evenly.—Take an ol 
watch barrel and drill as many holes in 
the head of it as the number of screws y 
desire to blue. Fill it about one-fourth f 
of brass or iron filings, put in the head, at 
then fit a wire long enough to bend over f 
a handle, into the arbor holes—head of th 
barrel upward. Brighten the heads of you 
screws, set them, point downward, into t! 
holes already drilled, and expose the botton 
of the barrel to your lamp till the screws 
assume the color you wish. 

Coloration of Celluloid.—Black: Firs 
dip into pure water, then into a solution of 
nitrate of silver; let dry in the light. Yel 
low: First immerse in a solution of nitrate 
of lead, then in a concentrated solution of 
chromate of potash. Brown: Dizip into a 
solution of permanganate of potash made 
strongly alkaline by the addition of soda 
Blue: Dip into a solution of indigo neu- 
tralized by the additions of soda 
Red: First dip into a diluted bath of nitri 
acid, then into an ammoniacal solution of 
carmine. Green: Dip into a solution of 
verdigris. Aniline colors may also be em 
ployed but they are less permanent. 

Etruscan Gold Coloring.—Alum 1 part, 
by weight, fine table salt, 1 part, saltpetr 
powdered, 2 parts, hot rain water, sufficient 
to make the solution, when dissolved, abo 
the consistency of thick ale; then add suf 
ficient hydrochloric acid to produce the 
color desired The success must always 
depend, in a larger or lesser degree, upon 
the skill or judgment of the operator. The 
article to be colored should be from 14 
to 18 karats, of pure gold = and 
copper only, and be free from coatings of 
tin or silver solder. The solution is best 
used warm, and when freshly prepared the 
principle on whith it acts is to eat out the 
copper alloy from the surface of the article, 
leaving thereon pure, frosted gold only. 
After coloring, wash off, first in rain water, 
then in alcohol and dry, witheut rubbing, in 
fine, clean saw dust. Fine Etruscan jew- 
elry, that has been defaced or tarnished by 
use, may be perfectly renewed by the same 


process
